RESOLUTION 

No. Hindi/9.VPra-7/l/2.—Ministry of Railways (Rail* 
way Board) has decided to include non Railwaymen/ 
authors also in the scheme of writing original books on 
Technical Railway subjects in Hindi by modifying the 
existing scheme. 

The main features of this scheme will be as under .— 

1. Name of the scheme 

The name of the scheme is ‘Scheme of Cash Award 
for writing original books on Technical Railway 
subjects in Hindi’. 

2. Objective 

The scheme aims at encouraging writing of original 
works on Railway related Technical subjects so that 
more and more books in Hindi could be available 
on Railway related Technical subjects. 


3. The amoun> of awards 


The following awards will be 
original books in Hindi.

for writing the 

1. First Prize (One)

2. Second Prize (Two)

4. The scheme will function undeT the control of 
Official Language Directorate of the Ministry of 
Railways. 

5. This scheme will be introduced from the year 1995 
and would be for each calendar year. 

6. Non Railwaymen /authors can also take part in this 
scheme from year 1995 (1-1-95—31-12-95). 

7. About 400 copies each of the first, second and 
third prize winning books will be purchased by the 
different Railways/Production Units and the expen¬ 
diture so incurred on the purchase of these books 
would be met by the Railway Administrations from 
their budget allotment for Hindi libraries. 

8. The works should be original i.e. it should not be 
a translation of a book written in any other langu¬ 
age. 


11. Under this scheme, the selection of Ihe books will 
be made by an Evaluation Committee and Director 
(OLl, Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) will 
be the Member Secretary of (he Committee. 

12. Those hooks have already been sent under the 
scheme in the preceding years should not be sent 

again, 

13. The books which have once been awarded under 
any other scheme run by the Government of India 
or a State Govt, or the Administration of the 
Union Territory wotdd not be entertained under this 
scheme. 

14. In case there are more than one authors of a 
award-winning book the amount of the award shall 
be equally divided amongst the authors. 

15. The authors of the books sent for this scheme will 
be entitled to copyright of their books. 

16. If in a year the Evaluation Committee does not 
consider any book/manuscript suitable for the 
award, then it would withhold the award at its 

discretion. 

17. No correspondence will be entertained regarding the 
prize or the process of selection of books. 

18. The competitor will have to send two published or 
two typed copies duly filled in the prescribed appli¬ 
cation form to the Director (QL), Ministry of 
Railways, Rail Bhavan, New Delhi. 

19. An author may send more than one entries for this 
scheme. However, only one prize will be given to 
an author in a particular year. 

20. Normally the book should not be of less than 

100 page.s. However, the selection committee may 
at its discretion consider the book containing less 
than 100 pages. 

21. If any member of the 'Evaluation Committee himself/' 
herself wishes to participate in the prize scheme he/ 
she will cease to be a member of the F.valuation 
Committee for that particular year. 

22. The decision of the Ministry of Railways in all the 
matters concerning the scheme shall be final. 

23. The awarded books under the scheme will be 

vetted by the officers of the Official Language 

Directorate of the Railway Board and then the 

concerned authors will have to publish library- 
edition of their works, thereby enabling the Railways 
to purchase the books. 

24. While sending his works the author will have to 
furnish the details in the prescribed proforma.
